He attacked"Osler 
for his.connection with the Qu’Ap- 
pellc & Long lake railway. 

The discussion was very lengthy 
and the disposition to talk away from 
the amendment was almost universal. 

The minister of railways did not 
object altogether to the first part of 
the amendment as to account being 
given to the government of the cost of 
construction. He even offered a sug- 
gestion of his own to much the same 
effect provided the amendment was 
withdrawn. But he considered that 
the provision as to regulating the rates 
down to an earning of six per cent on 
the actual cost of construction less 
subsidies was impracticable, and hav- 
ing due regard to the public interest 
not reasonable. Earnings on capital 
should not be limited to six per cent 
in view of the possible loss during the 
first years of operation. To enforce 
this proposition would prevent the 
financing of railway enterprises.

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INDIAN MURDER TRIAL 
The trial of Pay-u and Nappa- 


Sousis, the two Indians from Leaser | poss 


Slave lake charged with the killing of 
one of their number, was concluded on 
Saturday, The indictment had been 
ehanged from murder to manslaughter. 
‘The evidence was all in in the morning 
after which the counsel for the prison- 
ers and prosecution addressed the jury, 
Mr. Beck, Q.-C., giving a very able and 
comprehensive resume of the crown’s 
case. = being charged by his lord- 
ship Justice Rouleau, the jury retired 
to consider the verdict and the court 
adjourned until five o'clock. Promptly 
at five the sitting was resumed and the 
jury having arrived at a decision were 

tin. They found Pay-u not 
guilty and Nappa-Sousis guilty, accow- 
panying their verdict with a recom- 
mendation for mercy. Pay-u was 
thereupon discharged and Nappa-Sousis 
sentenced to twe mouths at Fort Sas- 
katchewan with hard labor. The 
prisoners have already undergone four 
months’ confinement at the barracks. 
In sent’ncing Nappa-Sousis bis lord- 
ship, through the interpreter, read him 
a lecture which, taken with the experi- 
ence he has gone through, may do 
much to prevent further wehtigo 
murders in the north. In brief his 
lordship-said: We do not believe in 
your wehtigo superstition. If an 
Indian is insane it means that he is 
sick, and there is no reason why you 
should killhim. The whiteman has 
medicine men who will cure him or 
take care of him, and if any more In- 


- dians turn wehtigo you are to tie them 


up, take care of them, and bring them 
to some settlement or police post where 
they will be taken charge of. The 
sentence you get this time is a short 
one, but if such a thing occurs again 
the penalty will not be so light. The 
arm of the law is long and if you or 
your people break the law, the arm 
will reach out for you and gather you 
in, even though you be at the north 
pole. 


Nappa-Sousis received his lenient sentence 
with a crystfallen air and a lugubrious ex- 
pression on his rather good-natured and 
simple countenance. On being discharged 
Pay-u lost no time ia makivg himself scarce. 

During the progress of the case a well- 
deserved tribute was paid to Corp. Phillips 
of the N. W. M. P., Lesser Slave lake, for 
his prompt and efficient action in arresting 
these implicated. 

On the case being concluded, 8. Norris 
Jr., charged with cattle stealing, plead 
guilty and received three months with hard 
labor at thefFort,and a warning that should 
assist him in remaining honest in future,

OUT FROM DAWSON. 


James Kennealy, of Edmonton, re- 
turned from Dawson on Friday night. 
Mr. Kennealy made the grand tour. 
He went in by way of the Liard and 
Pelly rivers and returned vis St. 
Michael and Seattle. His journey was 
commenced on the 5th May, 1898, that 
being the day he and bis partner, Jack 
Russell, also of Edmonton, left the 
Athabasca Landing for the North. 
They went down to Fort Simpson, 
tracked up the Liard, portaged 
their supplies over Hell Gate, 
dragged their boats through and win- 
tered with about 100 others on tue 
upper Liard, near Mud river. A num- 
ber of the men who wintered there 
came overland from the Peace and 
struck the Liard at Mud _ rivers. 
Among these latter was A. D. Osborne, 
of Edmonton. All of the men who 
wintered on the Liard came through 
with scarcely any sickness or priva- 
tions, Three or four deaths occurred 
from scurvy and one or two from 
drowning, but when asked as to the 
reports circulated by the Victoria 
Colonist and one or two other papers, 
of terrible suffering in that region, 
Mr. Mennealy only smiled and said 
they had heard of the reports, but had 
not seen any of the privations or 
suffering. All of the parties had 
plenty of grub with one or two excep- 
tions and these exceptions were supplied 
by the H. B.Co, with enough totakethem 
from post to post until they could get 
out. The only ones who suffered 
hardship, Mr. Mennealy stated, were 
those who should never have tried to 
go to Klondike. There were men on the 
river who when they started thought 
it terrible to have to sleep in a tent at 
night. The greater number of those 
who wintered on the Dease went out 
by Glenora and the others to Pelly 
Banks and down to Dawson. Messrs. 
Mennealy and Russell pulled out from 
their winter camp on the 16th March, 
hauling their outfit to the Pelly on 
toboggans. At the Pelly there were 
40 men building boats to go down the 
river. They arrived in Dawson on the 
Ist of June. On the 3rd July Mr. 
Mennealy left for St. Michael and 
Cape Nome, but reports from the latier 
place were so discouraging that be 
went on out by steamer to Seattle and 
thence to Edmonton. John Russell is 
still in Dawson, but will probably come 
out shortly. There are thousands of 
idle men in Dawson simply walking 
the streets. When a river steamer 
arrives there are 300 or 400 men 
waiting to get 2 job at unloading it. 

W. J. Graham, of Edmonton, is 
starting a brick yerd in Dawson. 
Other Edmonton men met were Fred 
Robertson, S. McNeil, Wm. and Mel. 
Matheson and Geo. Purches at Fort 


’ Yukon. A. H. Mogridge is managing

PE FE TN 
TO PREVENT MANGE. 

With a view to preventing the 
spread of mange among cattle, regula- 
tions have been passed by the Do 
minion government making it unlawful 
for any person to have in his posses- 
sion -any animal affected with the 
disease without treating it with some 
remedy. No animal so affected or in 
contact with any other animal affected 
shali be removed from any place 
where it.is confined without an order 
from an authorized inspector. All 
sheds, etc., used by animals must be 
scrubbed with hot water and carbulic 
acid, one pound to four gallons, and 
afterwards white washed with hot 
lime and chloride of lime. A place 
may be fixed on by a veterinary 
surgeon for the isolation of any animal 
affected, and there such animal may 
be slaughtered if necessary.
